Nothing Equitable 


About Decision Says

After several weeks of contro­ 
versy on the application of the 
Beverly Motor Livery for a local 
office to supply U-Drive cars in 
the Village area, council 
this 
week rejected the proposal in its 
entirety by a 5-0 vote. Council- 
men Wally Waring and Gordon 
Feekings being absent from the 
meeting. 
Mayor Charles Farrell 
in tro ­ 
duced the subject as coming up 
for official action only since the 
open hearing had been held the 
previous meeting night and had 
been closed at that time. It was 
announced by him that the coun­ 
cil had discussed the m atter in 
idetail in several private or " in ­ 
formal" 
s e s s i o n s 
and 
had 
weighed all phases of the q u es­ 
tion. Rejection was m ade on the 
basis of failing to comply with 
ordinance 62 (full financial in ­ 
formation not given i and g ra n t­ 
ing of the license would be con­ 
trary to public convenience and 
necessity. 
Present at the m eeting were 
Edward Bilicke, petitioner, and 
his representative. Attorney Hil­ 
ton McCabe; and the two o b ­ 
jectors to the proposal, Ed Me- 
Coubrey on behalf of Plaza M o­ 
tors. and Polly Isenagle on be­ 
half of Tanner Motor Livery. 
Following 
the 
vote 
McCabe 
asked if he could address the 
group and after a discussion by 
the council as to w hether or not 
there should be any further com ­ 
ments. since "case closed," he 
w as allowed to present reactions 
to the decision. 


"THERE IS NOTHING eq u it­ 
able about this decision." Mc­ 
Cabe said. "As far as conditions 
of ordinance 62 
are 
concerned 
our application is as legitim ate 
—and more so—as the other two 
existing permittees in town. 
"I submit." he said, "that as 
of October 2, 1949, only two per­ 
mits have been issued, both for 
a definite number of cars. By his 
own admission at last meeting, 
one of the permittees periodic­ 
ally violates the ordinance when 
he admitted to peak loads of 40 
cars with 
far less 
than 
that 
amount, licensed by the city. 
“As a private citizen of Palm 
Springs I have the right to re­ 
quest the city council to enforce 
ordinance 62 and m ake proper 
collections which has not been 
done in the past nine years. 


"OUR APPLICATION has been 
rejected on a technicality of an 
ordinance never previously e n ­ 
forced. Our application was fu r­ 
ther rejected on 
the 
basis of 
storage outside of Palm Springs 
—so do other permittees. W hy? 
"There is only one conclusion,” 
he said, "it is an unfair and u n ­ 
just discrimination by rejection 
of an application on exactly the 
sam e 
bases under 
which 
the 
present permittees operate," he 
concluded. 
“That was a fine speech—we 
enjoyed 
it 
very 
much." 
the 
mayor said. "Is there any new 
business 
to 
come 
before 
the 
m eeting?" 
he 
asked, 
thereby 
term inating the U-Drive discus­ 
sion.

To the Sun Editor: I am glad 
the people in our town are w a k ­ 
ing up to the fact that they own 
and can beautify the triangles 
at the end of the diagonal streets 
running 
into 
Broadway. 
Some 
are quite small, but the largest 
is in the center of town. It w as 
the intention of the Cathedral 
Development company that these 
points should decorate the h ig h ­ 
way just as the plaza squarp in 
the Sunair tract does for that 
section, 
and 
it is unfortunate 
that they did not so develop them 
in the beginning. However, a l­ 
most ten years ago after due in ­ 
vestigation and assurances from 
authorities in Riverside that w-e 
had the right to start this b e au ­ 
tification program, the W om an’s 
club of C athedral City started the 
ball rolling by planting a palm 
tree and the Chamber of Com ­ 
merce voted the money to w ater 
it after the private citizen who 
had cared for it 
moved 
away. 
Professor Kyle took 
over that 
and the next triangle and the 
money 
for the 
plantings w as 
contributed by public subscrip­ 
tion. It w as understood that only 
a lack of money prevented the 
rest of the triangles from being 
developed. In 1943 the Civic I m ­ 
provement club voted the money, 
found the workers and prepared 
to lay out the largest of these 
triangles in the renter of town. 
Such violent opposition by one 


or two private business interests 
developed that our improvement 
association backed dowm under 
pressure. 
Now' Mr. Editor, what I w ant 
to know is, should one or two 
private business interests retard 
the development of our town? 
Should we be stopped from u s­ 
ing proprty dedicated to co m m u ­ 
nity use for beautification and 
safety and so marked on county 
m aps? 
Indio has spent considerable 
time and money recently p lan t­ 
ing the islands where Highway 
99 enters the center of town— 
Palm Springs voted thousands of 
dollars to window dress their 
main street. Only a few people 
in our town are standing in the 
way of our doing the sam e thing 
at much less cost. Let us clarify 
this issue once and for all, and 
if those triangles should be o u t­ 
lined as we have been told time 
and time ag ain that they should, 
then let us go to it at once and 
not 
put off until such distant 
time as the highway is graded. 
By that time some more private 
business interests may get the 
idea of stalling us off by saying 
the access to their business is 
hurt. I am sure the various civic 
organizations will all help with 
this program if the Chamber of 
Commerce will lead the w ay and 
give them a chance. Democracy 
in action can start right here.
